I remember the day whena passage of foor 
mouths from Natchez to Pittsburg was called a 
speedy trip for the best craft ou the river; and 
when the boatmen, a race now extinct, leaped 
on shore after completing this voyage, they ex- 
hibited an air of as mach triumph as did the sai- 
lors of Columbus on their return frow the new 
workd. 

I remember the time when the canoe of a white 
man dared not to be launched on the bosom of the 
Alleghany. 

I remember the time when a trader to Orleans 
was viewed as the most enterprising, among even 
the hardy sons of the west; on his return from his 
six months trip, he was haikd asa traveller who 
had seen the world. 

1 remember the day when the bord -rs of the 
Obie were a wilderness, and New-Orleans wes 
“ tote orbe diviea,” literally cut off from the whole 
work. 

I have lived to see the day when the desert is 
flourishing ae the rose—when the race of boat 
men has become extinet, and their memory 
only preserved in the traditional tales of our bor- 
ders. 

I have lived to see two splendid cities, one de- 
voted to manufactures, the other to commerce, 
spring up, where in my boyhood, nothing appeared 
like civilization but the hut of the soldier or of the 
sutler. 

Thave lived tosee a revolution produced by me- 
chanical philosophy, equal to that effected by the 
art of printing. It has changed the character of 
western commeree, and almost proves that the 
poetical wish for “annihilaung time and space,” 
was not altogether hyperbolical, By it New- 
Orieans aud Pittsburg have beeome near neigh 
bours. 

Lhave lived to see the day, when a visit to New 
Orleans from Cincinnati, requires no more pre- 
paration then a visit toa neighboring country town.
